COYOTES ARE BLAMED FOR RAIDS ON GAME 
(Bulletin of Fish and Game Commission) 

Much has been written about the depredations of the 
mountain lion on deer, and it is probable that each mature 
mountain lion in California kills from one to three deer week¬ 
ly. The lion, however, does not thrive in civilization, and is 
becoming scarce except in remote places. A much greater 
menace to deer as well as all other game is the furtive coy¬ 
ote. The lion springs upon the biggest buck in the woods; 
carries him, kicking and struggling, as far as his panther- 
ship sees fit, and plays with him as a cat with a mouse; then 
kills him, often by holding him flat on his side while eating 
into his vitals. Finally he hides the remains very carefully 
scratching up all of the litter in a radius of ten feet, and mak¬ 
ing a neat mound which seldom fails to attract the attention 
of the passerby. Thus the story of the killing gets to the 
papers and is scattered to the four winds. 

On the other hand, there is nothing of the spectacular 
about the coyote. His work is done in an insidious manner, 
without publicity or unnecessary grandstand plays. He 
readily adapts himself to changed conditions and, where con¬ 
stant warfare is not waged against him, will live and increase 
in thickly settled country. All mountainous parts of Cali¬ 
fornia are more or less infested with this pest, and while 
their most noticeable depredations are against sheep, hogs, 
and poultry, they take a constant and heavy toll from every 
kind of wild life, from cottontails and quail to deer. No birds 
nest within six feet of the ground is safe if one of these 
prowlers is about, and there are many instances of organized 
bands of from two to six coyotes running down and killing 
large, heavy antlered bucks. 

In winters of heavy snowfall like the one just past, deer 
in large numbers become easy victims of coyotes. The deer 
are generally able to move about enough to secure food, but 
are helpless if attacked by coyotes, since they break through 
the crust when they attempt to escape, and soon become ex¬ 
hausted. 

Giving venison a cash value of twenty cents per pound, it 
is a conservative estimate that $100,000 worth of venison is ; 
destroyed annually by coyotes. This, if coupled with the ; 
more tangible loss of sheep, hogs, and poultry, would make ; 
an alarming total. ; 

This economic waste has been borne more or less pas¬ 
sively by the people of the state in the past, but the recent ! 
outbreak of rabies among coyotes, which constitutes a ser- ; 
ious menance to all bl anches of the stock industry as well as ! 
to human life, puts a new face on the matter. The coyote 
must be exterminated, and an organized, statewide campaign 
should be started at once which should include the state and ! 
federal officers of public health, all branches of the live stock ! 
industry, poultry raisers, and the State Game and Fish Com- !

WITH SCISSORS AND PASTE 

KEEP MEXICAN QUARTERS CLEAN 
State Board of Health Bulletin:—The cleaning up of 
Mexican quarters in California is most imperative because of 
the presence of typhus fever and smallpox now being 
biought into California from Mexico. Mexicans in Califor¬ 
nia very olten become “squatters,” occuppying vacant tracts 
of land, where they live in most unsanitary fashion. Unless 
these camps are labor camps, the State Commission of Im¬ 
migration and Housing has no jurisdiction over them. This 
Commission has done an untold amount of good work in 
cleaning up labor camps throughout the state. The respon¬ 
sibility for conditions in all camps, however, rests upon the 
local health authorities. II the cities and counties of south¬ 
ern California desire to insure themselves against typhus 
fever, it would be well to thoroughly clean up all Mexican 
quarters and camps. 


THE NON-ADVERTISING MERCHANT 

Redondo Reflex:—Whenever we hear a merchant say 
that he can’t make advertising pay we always think of the 
negio who complained because his wife asked him for so 
much money. \\ hat does your wile do with all the money 
you give her?” he was asked. “Ah don’t know what she do 
with,” replied the gentleman of color, “Cause I ain’t done 
give her none yet.” 

That is the way with most merchants who can’t make 
advertising pay. They have never done any yet. Most of 
them have bought a little space occasionally, and many of 
them ha\e wasted it, but few of them have ever done any 
real advertising. The merchant who does real advertising 
geneially makes it pay. In fact it isn't real advertising if it 
doesn-t pay. It is an attempt to advertise without a proper 
foundation. Buying space is not advertising any more than 
buying food is nourishment unless it is properly eaten and 
digested. Space must be properly used to be beneficial. 

The store that makes advertising pay is the one that 
has a policy that will bear inspection. It is one that makes 
policy public through proper display of its methods of selling 
merchandise. It is a well accepted rule in advertising circles 
that only the merchant who cannot make advertising pay is 
he who, like the colored man, has never done it yet.
